London Is Studded With Assoctations 
* of Great Men. 

As one may well imagine, a city of 

i} London's antiquity, greatness, and 

size is rich in the possession cf his- 

| toric houses; but alas! it haa nothing 


lik2 the number it ought t» have, 
had they been properly treasured and 
preserved by the nation. In this te- 
spect, however, one must in fairness 
add that cther nations do nct show 
any greater sentiment regarding their 
historic houses than the Englifh, says 
a London writer. 

1 propose to point out fir-t a few 
London houses made tamous as he- 
ing the temporary abode cf some of 
our great statesmen, In this connec. 
tion one’s mind at once turns to Lord 
Beaconstield. He was born at 22 
Theobaid’s road, opposite Gray's Inn 
Gardens, and at later pericds of his 
life lived at 5 Bloomsbury square, 2 
Whitehall gardens, 29 Park lane, and 
at 19 Curzon street, Mayfair, where 
he breathed his last, Next rention 
should be made of some of the dweli- 
ing places of his great opponent, Wil- 
liam Ewart Gladstone. Amongst these 
were I] Carlton House terrace, 16 
Buckingham ate, and 10 St, James’ 
square 

Other houses of famou. politicians 
include 37 Conduit street, the resi- 
dence of George Canning; 18 Clifford 
street, the home of John Bright; 37 
Gerrard street, where lived Edmund 
Burke; 23 Suffolk street, Haymarket, 
the death place of Richard Col den; 
6 Arlington street, Piccadilly, the resi 
dence of Sir Robert Walpole; @ White- 
hall gardens, where Sir Robert Peel 
died after his lamerntable accident 
whilst riding in Constitution bill; 
and 14 York place, Baker street, the 
residence of William Pitt. His fath- 
er, the great Karl of Chatham, re- 
sided at 10 St. James’ square, a house 
specially to be noted as being the 
home at different periods of no fewer 
than three Prime Ministers—namely, 


the one just mentioned, the tour- 
teenth Karl of Derby, and William 
Ewart Gladstone. Before leaving the 
statesmen, mention must, of course, 
be made of the most hist ric and 
famous house of all — 10 Downing 
street, the official residence of the 


First Lord of the Treasury, and the 
home of most of Knyland’s Prime 
Ministers during the past two cen- 
turies,

peace Thackeray, . were apparently 
very fond of moving, their places of

there are the farmers, the producers 
ot the country. The grain men are 
| using every means in their power to 
exploit the farmers 

The histery of the grain trade in 
| the West {3 one of a continual strug- 
| gle by the grain producers for fair 
treatment at the hands of the grain 
| dealers. The struggle dates back to 
the early eighties when the first frost- 
| ed grain was put on the market. The 
grain men refused to buv the dam- 
aged wheat and causéd much suf- 
fering all through the southern parts 
of Manitoba Not only farmers, but 
merchants as well were brought to 
the brink of bankruptcy. The grain 
men at that time sought to reduce 
the price of wheat to the lowest 
level. Then the farmers met and 
made arrangements to ship their own 
grain to the Eastern dealers. The 
C.P.R. aided them by arranging to 
have the grain shipped through to 
| Sarnia where it was disposed of. As 
a result every bushel offered was sold 
at fair prices. As soon as the west- 
ern grain dealers saw that the farm- 
ers had found a way to dispose of 
their crop, they were quite willing to 
get into the market too. 

This {s a fair sample of the tactics 
of the grain men. They are deter- 
mined to control the grain trade of 
the West, Their latest scheme ts 
the sample market. Should they get 
that, they will again control the sale 
_of wheat. 
| A sampie market tn Winnipeg ts 
asked for. As a justification, the 
sample market in Minneapolis ts quot- 
ed. But the conditions are not the 

same in these two places. In the 

first place, there are a great many 
more rallways running into Minnea- 


polis than into Winnipeg, therefore 
the work of re shipping the cars 
after the grain is sold is 


Spread -among more companies and 
consequent'y the cars are moved more 
quickly. Then, owing to the big 
mills located in Minneapolis, over 
seventy per cent of the wheat re- 
celved in that city fs milled there, 
while not more than four per cent of 
the wheat taken into Winnipeg is 
milled at that point, and the remain- 
der {s shipped on. 

Another claim made tn favor of a 
sample market ts that the farmers 
will receive a better price for their 
grain The plea put forth is that 
a carload of grain that would just 


miss grading No. 1. has under the pre- |

whereas if a sample market were fn 
effect, that carload of grain would 
bring one or two cents per bushel 
over the price of No. 2 
it with a carload that a little over

But experience proves {ts fallacy 
We had grain mixing practised openly 
for years. but no one except the grain 
dealer gained by it A samnle 
market would k!!l competition as the 
| men who operate it are the same 
men who every day until recently, 
named the price to be paid for wheat 
at every buytng potnt in the Western 

provinces, and by an agreement 
amongst themselves would name the 
price to be paid on the sample mark- 

et You cannot expect to 
grapes from thorns or figs from this- 
tles. 

There {s at present a grain board 
that meets every fall and decides on 

the grades 
properly there ts no need whatever 
for mixing and at any rate experience 
has taught that the farmers would 
never obtain the benefit of the mixing 

Another important fact is that the 
‘ixing of grain will certalnly result 
in lowering the standard of Western 
Canadian wheat in Great Britain, who 
is our chief buyer 

We notice in the dally 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, at 
Ottawa, has given notice of the tn- 
tention of the government to estab- 
lish sample markets before the crop 
|} of 1913 ts put on the markets. There 
is therefore no time to be lost by 
Western farmers and others tnterest- 
ed in fair play being given to them, 
in taking steps to prevent the grain 
trade being handed over to men who 
have proven themselves utterly un- 
worthy of confidence.

TROL OF ELEVATOR SITUATION 


| The Grain Growers of Alberta Want 
to Institute a Similar Sysiem to that 
of Saskatchewan, and will Endeavor 
to Secure Passage of a Bil in Al- 
berta Legislature. 

Calgary.—The proposed leasing of 
the 172 Manitoba elevators from the 
Government of that province by the 
Grain Growers’ Grain Company, ts 
part of a carefully planned campaign 
on th part of the farmers to secure 
control of the elevator situation in Al- 
berta, Maniteba and Saskatchewan 

The Grain Growers’ Grain Company 
is deeply interested in the movement 
in this province to institute a system 
similar to that now in effect in Sas- 
katchewan, where the Provincial Gov- 
ernment lends aid to the farmers in 
tie building of elevators. 

The Government loans 85 cents to 
every 15 cents on the dollar that is 
provided by the farmers for building 
elevators. the farmers, however, re- 
maining in control of the elevators,

Dakota and 
Minnesota, and temperatures are 


much cooler. While many parts, es- 
pecially in southwestern Manitoba, 
are still without rain, the apprehen- 
sion is over for the present, as it ts 
hoped the rains will become general, 
and in any case the cooler weather 
will prevent any further deteriora- 
tion. With the change of weather, 
sentiment, always a factor to be reck- 
oned with in the wheat market, 
turned to the bear side, and as a re 
sult prices the last three days have 
been on the decline.

Government Commission Makes Pre- 
diction That Ore Traffic Will be 
Heavy 

Ottawa, Ont.—That the Hudson Bay 
railway when completed will pay not 
only expenses, but dividends, is a pre- 
diction ventured in a report issued by 
the commiseion of conservation. The 

| prediction is based upon the belief

Fifty six per cent of the pulp- 
wood cut in Canada during the year 
1g1t was exported to the United 
States. This is the fact shown by 

. Statistics collected by the Forestry 
Branch of the Department of the 
Inte rior. 

The total quantity of pulpwood 
cut in Canada during 1911 was 
1,520,227 cords, The quantity ex- 
ported amounted to 848,939 cords, 
while the remaining 44 per cent 
(672,288 cords) was manufactured 
inCanada. 

The value of this pulpwood was 
$5,340,529 (an average of $6.29 
per cord. Had the wood been re- 
tained and manufactured here, it is 
estimated that the value would have 
increased to about $15,000,000. 

Had Canada manufactured into 
wood-pulp all the pulpwood she 
produced, she could have had 
enough to supply a hundred and 
twenty two mills of the average 
size of those operating in Canada, 
instead of the fifty-four she now 
has. Quebec could have supplied 


= sixty per cent more mills than she 


iis now doing, and New Brunswick 
could have doubled the number of 
her mills,

Great Seal of England 
Besides being stolen, and twice. 
thrown into rivers, the Great Seal of 


England was once buried to escape} 


being burned. In 1882 Lord Chan- 
cellor Eldou'’s house took fire, and he 
promptly rushed away with the Great 
Seal, which he buried in the flower- 
girden. On returning, he records in 
his diary. he was “so enchanted wiih 
the pretty sight of the maids, who 
had turned out of their beds and were 
handling buckets of water to the fire 
engine, all in their shifts, and so 
alarmed for the safety of Lady Eldon, 


that next morning he could not re- 
member in which flower-bed he had 
‘“urieé the Seal.

Mr. Adolphus Liddell, who has been 
secretary to many Lord Chancéllors, 
descriles in his Reminiscences how 
an impression of the Great Seal is 
made The wax is not put upon the 
paper as in ordinary seals, but {is in 
the shape of a dise with an impression 
on each side This is kept in a tin 
or plated case, and attached to the 
document by a tag embedded in wax. 
Consequently the seal itself is not a 
signet, but consists of two heavy sil- 
ver plates in one of which is cut the 
impression of the front of the device, 
in the other that for the back. The 
present plates were made at a cost of 
£700. When a seal ts required a 
large chunk of wax is first softened 
in hot water, then cooled in cold, after 
which it is placed between the two 
plates and pressed, emerging in the 
shape above mentioned. 


Inventions by Royalties

A people without any form of relig-' 


jon, without superstition, devoid of any 
thought of the future state, has been 
found {ju the Interior forests of Su- 
matra, according to Dr. Wilhelm Val- 
ez, the geologist of the University of 
Breslau, who has. made extensive 
journeys through the island.
